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(c) controlling a processor to process a user input on the basis of 
f downloadable executable code extracted in said first step of controlling a processor; and 

(d) controlling an output device to output some mass medium programming 
on the basis of said second step of controlling a processor. 

3. The method of claim 2, further comprising the step of: 
storing information evidencmg a function performed by or initiated by said one 
or more controllers in consequence of\some downloadable executable code having been 



8 passed to said one or more reprogrammable controllers.
